WIIOSE STRIKE WAS THAT ANYWAY? 


Contract talks were breaking down between American 
Telephone and Telegraph and ihe three major unions af 
thcir employees. As a result, workers walked off their jobs at 
midnight on August 7th. The AT&T strike wasan! 

We all remember the phone strike of '83, [t caused us to 
hold on directory assistance for several minutes. It gave us 
many unique error messages. It made it virtually impossible 
to make any cperator-ussisted calls from ali around the 
country, For the first time in a long while, tic voices 2t 
AT&T were not answering the phone. 

As we all know, a strike is an organized work stoppage by 
thc employees in order to compel the employer to meet some 
demand. If the workers go on strike, it stands.to reason that 
the company should suffer. if, for example, the union of 
Cabbagr- Patch? producers was to strike, then none would 
be made, the factories would quickly be emplied, and 
consumers would rant and rave. if the local Cabbagz- 
Patch? conglomerate had anticipated a strike, they could 
step up production, fill several! hundred warehouses with 
millions of the surrogate orphans and, when the strike 
occurred, they could seli the surplus. The workers would 


lase their bargaining power in this case, unless the Cabhage- 
Patch® truckers union alsa struck, or perhaps people stopped 
adopting the cretins, however unlikely that might seem. 

This analogy leads us back to last summer when 675,000 
telephone employees went on sinke. A walk-out of this 
magnitude should have devastated any company. AT&T, 
though, is the exception io the rule. Whal AT&T really 
depends on are phones, wires, switching systems, 
computers, electricity, same optical fibers. satellites. 
microwave Lowers, and other nifty 21st century things that 
are all designed to run withoul the interfercnce of human 
decision, The people are really just there to remove illegal 
third perty phone calls from your bill, to make sure that 
your handwritten check matches the computer-read phone 
bill, or te tell you that the machine you are at carinot return 
your dime and that you will get a check for tc in the mail. 
9785 of all calls made today don't use any operator assistance 
at all. And most of ihe other 3% could have been dialed 
without the assistance of a human. Mare and mere 
“services” of your phone company are becoming eoapferet'y 
automated. With ESS. customers can dial overseas direct. 
Android information is popping up left and right. AT&T, a 
leader in technology, doesm need their workers ail that much. 

Glen E. Wans president of the Communications 
Workers of America, said, “In 1950, for example, total labor 


' casts amounted to about 4565 of the telephone dollar while 
in [980 they amounted only to 2965," Jahn Patrick Phillips - 


(author of Ma Bells Millions) says that the company 
encourages or even “maneuvers” a strike. According to him, 
Ma Bell reaps huge rewards. from a strike. Phillips, a 
disgruntled ex-cmployec, whe at umes compares the phone 
company to [ascirn, would have presented AT&T's 
organized scheme last August like this: 

675,000 workers strike for about 3 weeks. 3 weeks aut ef a 
year amuaumts Lo 5.855 of a worker's salary, Let’ssaya phone 
worker made at the lime of the strike a modest $250 per week 
tuperntars made $373, while systems technicians, the best 
paid workers, made $535).

At this time AT&17 provided substandard service to the 
people for the same prices. The 365 loss in phone usage due 
to lack of operators was probably easily made up by people 
making an extra effort to dia! direct and by the fact that 
some of the calls were being handled by scabbing 
supervisory icusi employees. And so, the company nets pure 
profi: 3 week strike x $250/week x 675.000 workers = 
$506, 250,008}! 

Phillips also notes Lhat because managers add supervisors 
were doing the dirty work of the phone company, these 
peapie could nob work on new projects. This means that 
several hundred million dollars would not be invested in 
expenditures on new projects because there is no onc to do 
the work. So AT&T would wet interest on this money 
during the strike and even [or some time after "t was settled 
until wark had resumed. This vields severai million more 


dollars in profit for AT&T. 


AT&T probably made out directly wilh over hall a billion 
dotlars from the strike, At the same time companies like New 
York Telephone sought to delay a $160 million rate increase so 
it could ask for another increase te reflect new contracts. 


As part of the settlement 21 days later, top craft workers 
got à 5.595 increase for the first year of their 3 year contract 
and [.555 for each of the next two years. They also got a $31] 
million training fund ($46 per employee} to help them deal 
with new technology and remain employable humans, All of 
these “gains” are subsidized by the half a billion dollars 
gaining lois of interest which AT&T did not have to pay tà 
their employees, ATAT at first offered a ridiculous 3.565 
increase for the first year and no increase for the next two, 
but after losing 5.89% of their salary by striking. workers got 
a 5.505 increase above the cost of living which is probably 
entirely subsidized by the strike itself and by rate increases. 

It’s certainly à nifty deal for Ma Bell. Their workers blow 
oti steam and pav for their own raises, and stockholders 
don't have to worry one but. 

The strike had its effect on the consumer. As we all know, 
many were dialing, touchtoning®, or redialing their calls 
almost like usual and others were severely inconvenienced 
by a few managers and supervisors working us long distance 
or directory assistance operators often for many hours of 
overtime, New installations came to a standstill and many 
were backlogged for several months. Any emergency repairs 
had to be handled by supervisory personnel, But after all 
this, the same fat phone bill came ro people's homes the next 
month, wilhout any delay. 

In actuality. users cannot complain ta or boycott the 
phone company as they could whe Cabhage-Patch® 
manufacturers, in our earlier scenario. They cannol make 
AT&T ar their local company do anything because each 
customer is as unimportant as each employee. We, as 
customers, arc all dependent on the phone. We have at least 
one in cach home. We are billed if we use it or not, and are 
billed more co have it shut off loc à month or two, We are 
all sa dependent on the lines that run inte our homes and on 
the onc and a half miim payphones that absorb our money 
thal the eorriplagts of any one or een thousands ol us are quite 
useless, AB ef this utility (hete the meaning o£ this word) was 
until cevenilby controlled. alimest exclusis ely by € compan.

THE TROUBLE WITH TELEMAIL — 


GTE is practically inviting intrusions, and odds are they'll get plenty 


Lust month, two of our reporters tapk a trip te National 
Public Radio studios in New York to reveal a very 
interesting development. It seems that Telemail, the 
*lectronic mail service af GTE Telenet was sriff just as casy 
tO access as it was last year, prior to the October raids on 
computer owners who had allegedly broken into the system. 

What had happened was thf: a directory containing 
names of users on the Telemail system was obtained by our 
reporters—this list can be obtained from virtually any 
account on the system and, when printed out, is à couple of 
‘niches thick, They decided to go through this list and see sf 
here were any accounts that still had the imaginative default 
password of "A" assigned to them. H had generally been 
‘thought, by both the public and press, that this incredibly 
"aolish blunder had been corrected after the ratds—in fact, 
jew software wey installed which forced a user to change 
heir password fram the default when they logged on. All 
few passwords had to be between 6 and 8 characters in 
ength. But, in a system with many thousands of customers, 
‘he reporters reasoned that surely there must be a [ew who 
qadn't yet logged on since the policy was implemented, 

They decided ‘to start their search with user names that 
vegan with "B", They'd enter Telenet through an 800 
wuriber, type MAIL, and eater usernames beginning with H 
‘hat were listed in their directory, For each username, they'd 
nier "A" as the password, and i£ it didn't work, they'd go on 
© the next one, 

The first account they tried was named B. ALEXANDER. 
They entered "A" as the password, and lo and behold, they 
vere in! On the very first attempt! Robert Alexander of 
BUREC hadn't logged in since last summer. The "invaders" 
vere told by the system to change the password and they 
complied. Then they decided to have à look around. 

While there was no mail to speak of in Mr. Alexander's 
2x, they were able to access bulletin boards that this 
account was allowed ta iook at. (Bulletin boards on 


felemail are simply long-term staragc message bases where 


nessages of general interest tn a particular group of peopie 


ire posted.) All kinds of internal memoes from the 
Department cf the Interior were displayed. . 
In other words, the same old story. Nothing had really 
changed. Nearly half a year after seizing computers irom 
woast to coast, the Telemail svslem was just as vulnerable to 
»lsiders as it was beforc, Were the folks at GTE really 
nlerested in securing their system in the first place? Or did 
hey just want tn put the fear of the Ferd into hackers? 


AT first. when this story was breaking, GTE tried to deny. 


hat such a break-in was even possible. It had to be an inside 
ah, they claimed, because norhing is wrong with eur syster. 
Then, when it finally started to become clear that this break- 
n did occur and thal il was because of the default passwords 
mee again. GTE took the expected step of blaming the 
ustamers. "We're nar responsible for mainiuning the 
ecuriiy af the accounts,” they said, “Thats up to the 
ubseriber,” in this case, the Department of the Interior. 

So, our two reporters came up with a plan. What if il 
iadm'i been an outside agences s mailbox, hut one belonging 
p GTE themselves? Who could they blame then? 

They went to the letter "EY" this time and searched for 
ccounis that were affiliated with € TE. The lirst onc was 
XCORCORAN and. once apain, they gol right in. And 
Jenise Corcoran of GTE had aceess to Inerzally hundreds 
nd hundreds of Balletin boards with names like 
PAYROLL. GOYT AFFAIRS, and JAPAN. 

On ten of all tls, u tock GT E nearly a week to chose 


access lo these accounts, even alter they were exposed uri 
nalionwide radio. 

What our reporters proved here is that Telemail is cither 
unable or unwilling lo protect its customers. Unable? That 
hardly seems Hkely. After all, mos! computer bulletin 
boards run by high school kids are able to protect their users? 
accounts from outsiders, Why can't one of the largest and 
most cxpensive electronic mail systems do the same? 
Apparently, what we have here is a company that has grown 
too big too soon, and is now unable to overcome the inertia 
that its size has crzatzd. 

How to Really Have Fun 

Once a hacker manages to get into a Telemail account, 
he's really set. By typing DIR "at command mode, he can 
get a listing of everyone thal the account is allowed to see -- 
their username, full name, campany and division, and user 
number. He can see any user if he figures out their full 
username or user number. Typing DIR USERNAME or 
DIR USER NUMBER will give all of the above 
information about that person, if he exists. 

From the huge list that DIR " generates (which takes a 
couple of hours re print at 300 baud), a hacker can scan for 


‘passwords that are defaults, first names, last names, 


usernames, or company names. Some OTE Lest accounts, 
for instance, used to have a password of GEENOGTE. 

' Teiemail allows three logon attempts per access. Telenct 
allows four accesses per call, So each call to Telenet will 
yield i2 logon attempts Lo Telemail, Judging [rom the huge 
amount of users on the system, finding an easy password 
doesn't take al! that long. 

There are ali kinds af neat features within Telemail 
accounts that seem to be exclusively beneficial to hackers, H 
the account has access to the SET command, the user can 
iell the system not to print a welcome banner on logon. The 
information that's printed on the welcome banner telis the 
user when his last access was. If a hacker arranges for that 
information not to be printed, the rea! user won't find out 
that his account was being used at 3 in the morning. And 
odds are that he won't really notice the absence of the 


.message—i[ he does, he'll probably blame it on Telemaii. 


Then therc’s the UNREAD command. This actually 
allows a person to read through someone else s undelivered 
mail. and put il back when they're finished without anyone 
knowing that it's been read (unless a message was sent witha 
return receipt, which is rare). Telemail, it seems, practically 
bends over backwards to accomodate hackers. 

What's so great about having a Velemail account? Why 
should a hacker spend all chis time getting one? It's another ` 
means of [tee (ar cheap} communications. Ail one has to 
do is call Telenet. enter Tetemail, and read or send messages 
that can be miinied in length, He can share one account 
with someone clise (which is the least risky way tà work 
things) or cammunicate with another usurped account that’s 
allowed (a send Lo and receive trom his account. This is 
naturally à bil more risky since if one account is reclaimed, 
both may end up being taken down, Transmission ol 
messages on Telemuil is instant and there's never a busy 
signal, More importantly though. Telematl seems to be 
beckenming Ihe hackers to come back heme.

Bell Credit Card Abuse Soars

Huge phone bills are being sent to innocent people all over 
the country. So huge, in fact, that they can't be sent in 
envelopes —they come in boxes. In the past month and a 
half, this scene has begun to proliferate. 


As predicted on these pages in February, the AT&T death 


star cards are creating all kinds of problems. Ali that anyone 
has to do is glance at one of them to obtain a valid ATAT 
code. And that's exactly what peopk are doing. Some of 
these folks are, in fact, so organized that the codes are used 
for practically 24 hours a day, with new calls starting as 
often as 3 times a minute from all different parts of the 
country. It's rapidly becoming ans of the easiest ways to 
make free phone calls, and best of ail, it's through an old 
friend: Ma Bell! 

While AT&T hag put itself in a rather vulnerable position, 
they are nat completely without defense. Any time that a 
credit card cali 3$ placed, the number that the call is being 

placed fram is recorded and sent to the customer, Most 
phreaks know enough not to do this kind of thing from their 
home or local payphone. 

Meanwhule, there is a major crackdown underway in Las 
Vegas concerning unauthorized use of MCI, Sprint, and 
ITT (A TAF is rumoured to also be involved here). D seems 
that hundreds of people in that gambling town were passing 

. codes around. The FBI claims that the persons involved are 
for phone phreaks, but that phreakers and hackers may 
have been hired to do the actual code-finding. 


Electronics Create Portable Prisons

Cesario Romero, a 23-year-old New Mexico truck driver, 
recently served a W) day sentence for disobeying a police 
officer. He never had to leave his home. 

Romero was confined at home by a plastic box the size of 
3 cigarette package that was strapped to his ankle. This 
device tries radio signals which would have informed the 
authorities if Romero strayed more than 150 feet from his 
telephone. The anklet emits à radio signal every 31) to DU 
seconds which is picked up by a smail receiver connected to 
the telephone outlet in the wearer's home. The receiver 


relays the signal to a computer that is monitored by the ` 


authorities. The printouts indicate each time the wearer 
exceeds the 1S0-foot limit aod each time he tries ta remove 
the anklet or unplug the receiver, 

District Attorney Steven. Schiff of the Second Judicial 
District said, “For someone like a first-time shoplifter, it 
could be used as a mild punishment, requiring the person te 
stay home nights and wockends for a specified time.” 

The U.S. Justice Department has expressed am interest in 
this monitoring system.

Winslow of Milwaukee, both 21, broke into large computers 
in the U.S. and Canada las? June, simply to prove that they 
could do it, The two agreed 16 plead guilty to two counts 
each of making harassing telephone calls, which is the most 
they can be charged with, since the government has no law 
against computer crimes. Each count carries a maximum 
penalty of six months in jail and a $500 fine, 

The computers involved were located at: Security Pacific 
National Bank in Los Angeles, Memorial Sloan-Kettering 
Cancer Center in New York, Canada Cement LaFarge Inc. 
in Vancouver, HC, and Citadel Industries, a New Jersey 
corporation. 


Teller Machine Crime Coming

The Justice Department says that automated teller 
machines and other means of electronic financial 
transactions are “potentially fertile for criminal abuse.” 

Techniques for robbing the systems already have cropped 
up and are expected to increase, They range from the 
dynamiting of an automatic Ieller device to the withdrawal 
of funds by a cardhelder who then claims no knowledge of 
the transaction. Because of an absence of sophisticated 
verification procedures in today's automated teller systems, 
such as fingerprints or votceprints, the door is wide open to 
unscrupulous cardholders committing fraud from their very 
own accounts. (Same machines, though, take a picture of 
the person ap soon ag he takes the cash.) 

Even though bank officials may be skeptical of 4 
cardholders disclaiming any knowledge of a withdrawal 
that had Geen made from his or ber account, federal law 
makes it difficult for the officials to reject such a claim. [fa 
bogus loss is reported within two business days, the law 
makes the cardholder responsible for only the first $56,

A Word on Wiretapping 
Luny stand Mesalan 

A recent article by Lenny Siegel, director of the Pacific 
Studies Center in Mountain View, CA, dealt with the 
subject of wirttapping. 

In this article, Siegel says, “Present law outlaws ‘aural’ 
(voice) wiretapping, the monitoring of telephone conver- 
sations, without judicial approval, but 'noónaural' survcil- 
lance is legal. Law enforcement and intelligence agencies can 
and do record telephone dialing formation -—who's calling 
whom—and digital data transmissions---messages between 
computers and other electronic devices. In fact, the General 
Accounting Office, an investigative arm of Congress, warns 
Lhal existing legislation may permit listening in on the 
growing percentage of voice transmissions that have been 
converted to digital pulses within the telephone network.”
